Dr. Lamb 


More risks 
than chances 


By L aw rence E. Lam b, M.I). 


D E A R DR. LAMB - I am 
not proud to relate my story. I 
am 54 and was 50 pounds 
overw eight until a year ago. I 
would consum e six to eight 
ounces of m artin is every day 
at gatherings and parties and 
I could down 15 to 20 cocktails 
and still feel I needed m ore. 
Several m onths ago I had in­ 
frequent colds and my eyes 
filled with blood. When I saw 
my dcctor m y blood pressure 
was 245 over HO and he said I 
was a ‘‘living tim e bom b." I 
have cut the booze to alm ost 
nil, cut the caffeine in half and 
altered m y life in m any ways 
tow ard m oderation Of course 
I still work 80 to 90 hours a 
week in m y business which is 
loaded with stress and ten­ 
sion, but I seem to thrive on 
work. 
In the last two years at least 
seven of m y associates have 
died with h eart attacks and 
m a n y of th ese m en w ere 
younger than I. Most w ere not 
drinkers or sm okers and som e 
w ere 
not even overweight. 
P erhaps the thing in my favor 
is that for 15 y ears I have been 
doing the Royal Canadian Air 
F orce 
exercises 
religiously 
every day including the run­ 
ning. The whole thing only 
takes ll m inutes a day, and I 
do it faithfully. 
I eat at least two pounds of 
raw 
v eg e ta b les and fruits 
every day plus m ountains of 
salads. My p ressu re is still 165 
over 90 but I did m anage to 
lose IO pounds. Do you believe 
t h e 
e x e r c i s i n g 
a n d 
t h e 
vegetables have sustained m e 
from a h eart attack thus far? 
D EA R R E A D E R - When a 
m a n 
is 
p l a y i n g 
R u s s i a n 
Roulette with one bullet in the 
barrel it is very hard to guess 
when that bullet is going to be 
in line for firing. The risks im ­ 
posed by 
u nhealthy living 
habits a re sim ilar to playing 
Russian Roulette. Obviously 
the m ore ch am b ers you have 
loaded with bullets or un­ 
healthy habits the g re a ter will 
be the likelihood that one is 


going to kill you. 
You have done very well by 
decreasing your alcohol in­ 
take and getting your weight 
down, at least partially. It 
sounds like you have a long 
way to go yet. 
There are several factors 
which may have helped you. 
One might be your ancestry. 
If your parents have lived a 
long time in good health you 
might give them credit for 
this. Another is the type of 
food you eat. If your blood test 
shows that you have a low 
cholesterol level then you 
have done pretty well in spite 
of being overweight. 
Your exercise may have 
helped, but I would not like to 
delude anybody into thinking 
that a moderate exercise 
program, which the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Exercise 
plan that you are speaking of 
is, can protect a person from 
having heart or vascular dis­ 
ease. I am strongly in favor of 
exercise, but we must keep in 
mind the total preventive 
program for heart and 
vascular disease: avoiding 
obesity, eating the proper 
diet, avoiding cigarettes and 
possibly eliminating certain 
forms of stress. 
Risk factors for heart dis­ 
ease are for groups. Some 
people who follow all of the 
recommendations still have 
trouble. The risk, though, is 
reduced by at least 50 per cent 
by 
preventive programs. 
Some individuals who do 
everything wrong still have 
the good fortune to escape 
having a heart attack or dis­ 
abling stroke.
